of destruction which is simple and in- 
expensive, painless and henoe humane, 
oertain^and therefore just, silent and 
myaterious and consequently impressive, 
scientific, in its associations yet capable 
of. adminiotration'by any one; last but 
in my, mind most essential, death by 
chloroform is gentle and could bs strictly 
private; the community wi:uld thus be 
Bpared tbe exhibition of maudlin senti- 
ment and gallows rhetoric;-the news 
papers could not preaent tha dreadful 
details which chock the refined but tend 
like the smell ot blood with tho tiger, to 
arouse in tho criminal class the very 
instinct ot violence which judicial homi- 
oido is intended to repress. 


Tho most barbarous system of making 


way with persons guilty of capital of- 
tenses is that of hanging. It is even 
worse than the old gaillatine, and should 
be abolished.

Every ono knows that ho siwke most 


luently French, German and English. I once 
jonnl him S|ieiik very fair Jtnlian; and lio 
i:ul iihx-ady picked r.p a considerable l;no;vl- 
edge of Turki.-h. I tuiked once how it was 
that ho spoke English so very idioinalically; 
tnd when he sail! that bo had EnglLsb nurses 
when a child, I suggested that they would
